rage, and it has been equally promi- 
ent that the more ignorant and en- 
la vela people have been tho more in- 
ifferent has been aspirations for a 
oice in the affairs of State and Gov- 
rnment. 
In the United States the question of 


Voman Suffrage has become one of 
ae greatest political questions con- 
renting the people. It is admitted 
tiat it is iio longer a mere theory or 
xperiment, but a practicable solution 
f many of the evils which uffect the 
iody politic. 


Wyoming is an unanswerable argu- 


ment to every contention that can be 
dvanced against common lights in 
haping the affairs 
of government. 


Nevada has proposed an amendment to 
er laws which, if adopted, will obliter- 
te this distinction, and will dignify 
oman by making her a factor of the 


Government. This amendment must 
et be adopted by tbe next Legislature 
nd then ratified by a majority of the 
ieople. 
As I understand it, such a consum- 


mation will ba the greatest object of 
his" Convention, and' to accomplish it 
ve should make every exertion, and 
est not, until our aspirations have be- 
ome a fixed result, and Nevada, 
sough a small star in the galaxy of the 
fnion, will excel in lustre her more 
retentions sisters by pioneering them 
o the goal of absolute equality. 


We have every reason to feel en- 
ouraged by the prospects which eon- 
ront us. Those noble women, Misa 
inthony and Miss Shaw have by their 
isit to the Pacific Coast aroused a 


wave of enthusiasm which will not b« 
tilled until woman stands by the side 
f rnau, in political equality, where the 
God of all life mionded she should 
tand. What Willum Loyd Garrison, 
Vendeil Phillippa and Joshua Gid- 
ings were to a race of bonds-men, so 
re Miss Anthony and Miss Shaw and 
their colleagues to the women ot 
America 
Their visit to us must result 


in more good than hai been antici- 
pated. Its influences will extend and 
^wgll until the women of the west 'are 
welcomed to every right accorded to 
men and all will ba the better and 
wiser therefrom.

He is Killed by the Accidental Discharge 


of ill* Gun. 


Dr. P. T. Phillips returned from Dry 


Valley yesterday afternoon, having 
been called to attend Jos. Williams, 
who was accidentally shot the day be- 
fore. Dr. Phillips reached Dry Valley 
about 9 o'clock in the evening and 
found that Williams bad died four 
hours earlier. 


Tbe particulars of the accident are as 


follows: Williams stood talking with 
a friend and leaning on his shotgun, 
the stock of which had been broken and 
was wired together. He had his hand 
over the muzzle of the gun and his 
weight caused the wiring to give way 
allowing the hammers to strike the 
ground, causing it to discharge. The 
charge of shot passed through his hand, 
striking him in the neck nnder tbo 
chin acd passed up into his head. 
Owing to tbe serious nature of the 
wound it is not probable that be oould 
have been saved had 
he received 


medical aid immsdiately after the ac- 
cident. The deceased has no relatives 
in this country, and Public Adminis- 
trator J. V. Peers will take charge of 
his estate, which consists of a ranch, 
stock, bay and personal effects.

"Later, when tho American bull 


whacker marched through ou his way 
o Santa Fe, he accepted tho French 
name, but called it tho Picket Wire. 
Po this day the river wears all three 
itles, as tho reader would soon learn 
>y tnrnir.r! to the Trinidad newspapers, 
where ho "would find cattle brands ad- 
vertised as having their ranges variously 
on tho Las Animas, the Purgatorio nud 
.ho Picket Wire. 


"Every man picks out his name for 


himself, -but they all mean the same 
river. It isn't much of a river either, 
only about 20 feet wide at Trinidad. 
The Mexicans, however, loyally stick 
to tho name of Kio do Las Animas, 
aud Mexican mothers tell their children 
of tho soldiers who, hundreds of years 
ago, marched from there and were 
never heard of again. "—Washington 
Star.

Two Doctors. 


Almost every'one has made his jest 


«bont the pronenesa of doctors to dis- 
agree, the one prescribing exactly an op- 
posite course from that ordered by an- 
other, but not every one has had an op- 
portunity to conduct such an experiment 
as was made by the late Baron Lntz, 
formerly prime minister of Bavaria. .

It struck him that there was a chance 
to study tho ways of the surgical pro- 
fession and begnilo the long hours of his 
convalescence. He accotdingly called in 
one doctor and gave him charge of his 
tight leg, but told him nothing about 
the wound in the other, .and then called 
in another doctor for his left leg, keep- 
ing him. similarly in ignorance about 
the wounded right leg. 


The doctors adopted a very different 


method of treatment, but both wounds 
healed at about the eame time. When 
the baron's legs were quite well, be de- 
rived a great deal of amusement from 
getting the doctors together and mysti- 
fying them with questions about the 
way each had treated "his leg."—At-

Walking. 


For walking with pleasure and advan- 


tage I should give a few simple rules.
